1. Mr. C. N. Hawkins on behalf of Dr. K. G. Blair. 
Inthophane (Graptolitha) lapidea Hiibner. 
[ABSTRACT. | 


A female specimen of Lithophane (Graptolitha) lapidea Hiibner will be shown 
with specimens of L. ornitopus Hufn. and L. socia Rott. for comparison. This 
specimen was taken by Dr. Blair at ordinary electric light at Freshwater, Isle of 
Wight, during the evening of 26th October, 1951. The species is new to the 
British list but according to Seitz it occurs in S. France, Switzerland, Spain, 
Italy, Crete, Balkan Mountains and W. Turkestan, and the larva is said to feed 
on Juniperus and Cupressus. The specimen was slightly worn when captured. 


2. Miss L. E. Cheesman. 
[ ABSTRACT. | 
A Collecting Expedition to New Caledonia made in 1949-50. 


New Caledonia is a large island of ancient rock 250 miles long, 1000 miles 
from Sydney. It is considered to have formed part of the Australian shelf 
until the mid-Tertiary, connected with New Guinea by a chain of islands which 
were raised by the tectonic movements of the late Miocene. 


These former land connections are supported by biological evidence. The 
extremely limited fauna and flora are Australasian with Papuasian influence. 
Special interest lies in the strong endemicity. It is therefore lamentable that the 
original forest has been ruthlessly destroyed by man during three centuries. 


Features of the collecting localities will be illustrated by lantern slides, showing 
the local conditions of such of the collection which has so far been determined.
